IMPORTED ON CONTRACT, 


Father Francis Beccherrini, pastor 


of the Italian church of San Prancis- 
co, in this city, went to the Wabash 
wreck near Seneca yesterday, in the 
hope of aiding some of his country- 
men. 
Trom Giovanni Folorno, the 


youug Italian who is dying in the 
farm house nearest the wreck, and 
from papers in his possession, Fath- 
er Beccherrini found that the party 
of immigrants came from the north- 
ern part of Italy. 
Folorno comes 


from Cercino in the province of Son- 
drio. The party came on the steam- 
er La Campagnie. Arriving in New 
York the band went to some "Mul- 
berry street banker," as the small 
Italian bankers are cajled, and ex- 
changed their money. 
Then they 


were given tickets to San Francisco. 
The priest is sure the immigrants 
were bound for San Francisco, as in 
Folorno's pocket was his ticket, for 
that point. 


"But how," asked the father, "did 


this boy get out of Italy? How into 
this country? He is under 18 years 
of age. He has no passport 
from 


Italy* I think I know. These men 
•were brought over on, a contract as 
laborers to be taken out to San 
Francisco. 


"Folorno could not tell «ven nearly 


how many came across -with him or 
were on the train. When I asked 
who got him to come over he looked 
suspicious at once and I could see 
that he had been instructed to say 
•nothing. He only answered that *'a 
man" had -brought them across to 
work. He said he had been given 
the $25 which he had with him by a 
certain Mulberry street banker whom 
I know of. I have already written 
to this Mulberry street banker to 
find out how many came and who 
they were." 


CONSULAR AGENT TALKS, 


tfietro Cardiello, Italirfn. consular 


agent in Detroit, returned to the city 
today from the scene of the Wabash 
wreck near Seneca, to which he had 
hurried to look after the interests of 
his .countrymen, so many of whom 
were burned to death. 
He said he

On the 
other hand, the trainmen accuse the 
switchmen of acting without consult- 
ing the other federations of railway 
employes. If this had been done, they 
say, the advance in wages could have 
been secured without trouble.

capsized and all 
on board

Pierre dived into the water repeat- 
edly and saved many, but fifteen 
were drowned, includng Warden 
Andre, who was in charge 
of the 


launch. The accident was witnessed 
by several hundred people from the 
wharf. 


From the New Hebrides news -was 


received that the boats of the French 
recruiting vessel Marie Henry were 
attacked by the natives, who were 
incensed because of the misconduct 
of a former recruiting vessel which 
had shanghaied a number of natives. 
Securing reinforcements, the French 
landed, burned a number of huts 
and canoes, but the natives fled. 
The schooner Julia was also attacked 
at Pentecost Island. The crew of the 
vessel returned the fire, and driving 
back the natives, landed and burned 
some huts, including that of the 
teacher of the mission, who was seen 
at the head of the natives.

Three of the E-l passenger engines, 


known to the railway men as 
"Mother Hubbards," built at the Al- 
toona shops for service on, the Penn- 
sylvania lines east of Pittsburg, are 
to be transferred to the western di- 
vision of the Fort Wayne road. 
The 


Pennsylvania state officials have put 
a ban. upon these engines and they 
are prohibited from running1 on the 
railways of the Keystone state. The 
objection to the engine is because of 
the arrangement of the cab and the 
separation while in service of the en- 
gineer and fireman. The engineer's 
cab is on top and in the middle of the 
boiler, while the fireman's cab is in 
the rear, fifteen feet from the throt- 
tle manipulator. 
This arrangement 


deprives the engineer of the fireman's 
assistance in. looking for signals and 
several accidents have been traced to 
this cause. A few months ago the 
engineer on one of the "Mother Hub- 
bard" engines died and the train ran 
thirty miles, or about that distance* 
before the fireman or other members 
of the train crew made the discovery. 
The E-l engine was built w-Hli a view 
to great speed and in that respect is 
equal to the E-2 engines now in serv- 
ice on this end of the road. 
They 


have 80-inch drivers, weigh 173,450 
pounds, have 353 flues and carry 185 
pounds of steam to the square incli 
The E-2 engines have 80-inch driv- 
ers, weigh 176,600 pounds, have 310 
flues and carry 205 pounds of steam 
pressure. No. 840, the first of th« 
E-l engines to arrive here, is in the 
round house today and is attracting 
considerable attention from the rail- 
way men. She will soon take her 
place in. the passenger service.

POST MORTEM NECESSARY TO 


TIND CAUSE OF DKATH. 


By the sudden death of Willnm F. 


Shottemeyer 
Thursday 
afternoon 


fate stepped in ahead of the courts 
and annulled a marriage over which 
two suits for divorce, filed hundreds 
of miles apart, were pending. One 
application, tfiat of Mr. -Shottemeyer 
himself, was to have been heard in 
the Allen circuit court today. 
The 


other, filed by his wife in a Kansas 
court, -was set for hearing- early in

and the

served upon the husband by Sheriff 
Stout's officers but a few dnys ago. 
The sudden death of the husband 
throws a glamor of the tragic about 
a case already much out of the or- 
dinary. 


Shottcmeyer was a cur 
inspector 


for the Nickel Plate railroad, 
em- 


ployed at night, and lived with his 
mother at 82 Oakley street. 
Shortly 


before 3 o'clock Thursday afternoon 
the in nil complained to his mothei 
of feeling very ill. and. as she ap- 
proached he staggered into lier arms. 
He was assisted to a chair and 
a 


physician hurriedly summoned, but 
before the doctor arrived a few min- 
utes later Shottemcyer 
v.n:-; dead. 


The end had come with scarcely : 
moment's warning and the shock was 
a terrible one upon the members of 
the family. 


Dr. A. E. Van Buskirk, acting cor- 


oner, TV .is summoned and began an 
investigation of the case. 
It 
.was 


learned that on the day 
previous 


Shottemeyer had complained of vio- 
lent headache and hud procured some 
medicine to give him 
relief. 
The 


prescription used, however, was . a 
very simple 
remedy and Dr. Van 


Buskirk says it could not have pro- 
duced 
disastrous results. 
There 


were no visible conditions, by which 
the acting coroner was able to fix the 
cause of deatli and Dr. Van Buskirk 
is holding a post mortem examina- 
tion this afternoon for that purpose. 


He stated at noon today that the 


investigation thus far did not reveal 
the cause of the death, but that there 
was no indication of suicide, and up 
to that hour he 
was inclined 
to 


ascribe the death to some deep-seated 
nervous disease. It develops that at 
least one other member of the family 
died from apoplexy and others have 
suffered from what they termed n 
rheumatic trouble 
similar to that 


present in this case. 


•TWO DIVORCE CASES. 


Shottemeyer was thirty-four years 


of ag-e. His married life prove'd un- 
happy and the result came in the two 
divorce suits now pending—one filed 
by his -wfe, another by himself.

was for many years employed by the

Shottemeyer to an acqnintance some 
time ago, was induced by his -wife 
to remove to Kansas. Here, he said, 
the wife met a former lover. Grad- 
ually husband and wife drifted apart 
and Shottemcyer, with his only child, 
returned to Fort Wayne two or three 
months ago. He filed an application 
for divorce in the circuit court, 'here 
and less than twenty-four hours be- 
fore the case v/as to have been heard 
came bis sudden deatli. 
The wife, 


who remained in Kansas, had also 
filed an application asking that the 
marriage be annulled. 
It is said 


that Shottcmeyev curried a-policy of, 
life insurance in favor of his wife, j 
and that though separated from her;

tho beneficiary, so that the policy is, 
doubtless payable to her.

WANTS MARRIAGE ANNULLED

FILES COMPLAINT. 


Complaint Alleges His Incompetence 


Into Marriage Contract—The
